terrible as it might have been. Carefully and thank- 

fully my wife and I got out of our smashed auto- 
mobile which was now perched rather precariously near 
a deep ditch. While we surveyed the damage, a car 
stopped and a very pleasant gentleman and his wife 
hurried over to offer their assistance. We became rather 
well acquainted as we pulled the fender away from the 
tire and picked up the debris strewn on the road. Our 
friends were Methodists, he a steward and she a faith- 
ful youth worker. When they learned I was editor of 
the LIGHTED PATHWAY, the lady said, “Oh, I am well 
acquainted with that magazine. We have used it in our 
youth services for several years. We appreciate the 
LIGHTED PATHWAY very much.” 

Such remarks are indicative of the vital contribution 
the LIGHTED PATHWAY is making not only in our 
own denomination, but also in other churches. No greater 
tribute could possibly be given the magazine, for its 
pages have always been dedicated to the service of its 
readers. Its ministry is to present God’s Word as the 
sufficient guide in every aspect of life. The text which 
presents its mission and from which it derives its name 
is. taken from Psalm 119:105; “Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my path.” 

Almost twenty-seven years ago the first edition of 
the LIGHTED PATHWAY was presented to the readers. 
It was far from an imposing magazine in those days. 
The proverb, “Great oaks from little acorns grow,” has 
been especially applicable in the development and growth 
of this youth periodical. From that first eight-page 
edition of 500 copies, it has grown to twenty-eight pages 
with a paid circulation of about 55,000. Now it reaches 
into every section of the United States and many foreign 
countries. 

Those early years were very difficult. Success did not 
come immediately. Rather, there were times when it 
seemed doubtful if the infant magazine could survive. 
Through the perseverance and faith of its first editor, 
it did survive, however, and in 1937 was accepted as 
the official youth magazine of the Church of God. Sup- 
ported by the youth organization the circulation, within 
the next two years, increased from 6,000 to 22,000. Con- 
tinuous progress has characterized the development of 
the magazine. 

The LIGHTED PATHWAY now shares the enviable 
position of being one of the few genuinely evangelical 
youth magazines in America. It has become symbolic 
of Christian youth and synonymous with Church of

God Young People’s Endeavor. The format and editorial 
content of this publication have earned the plaudits 
of publishers from many sections of the country. Today, 
the LIGHTED PATHWAY is recognized by thousands 
of evangelical believers as being outstanding in format, 
readability, and content. 

While the LIGHTED PATHWAY appeals to the whole 
family, it is specifically slanted toward the teen-agers 
and young adults. Great care is exercised in selecting 
manuscripts best suited for these young folk. A measure 
of guidance is attempted in each issue. Every article 
in the magazine is calculated to exert proper influence 
upon the reader. 

There are usually two short stories in each magazine, 
one written for the older young people and one written 
for the younger group. These stories are always designed 
to present some aspect of character building. It is believed 
that through an interesting story many gospel gems 
may be effectively presented to the young person. 

Problem-solution articles usually help form each edi- 
tion. These manuscripts first present some problem 
which is common to young persons. The problem is care- 
fully analyzed so that- the point in question is clearly 
presented. Finally, the proper answer is given based

sers, wonder just what is envolved in the publica- 

tion of a gospel song. My answer to that question 
is herewith submitted in four divisions, inspiration, per- 
spiration, presentation and publication. 

Inspiration is the gem that must be preserved, pro- 
tected and developed throughout the entire operation. 
Inspiration is indispensable to a song, and yet inspira- 
tion alone does not make a song. Thousands of letters 
pour onto the desks of music editors each day pro- 
claiming an enclosed song to be directly inspired by 
God. However, with due and proper consideration to 
all, I can sincerely state that God does not give songs 
to people; rather, He gives the inspiration for the songs 
just as He inspires the minister for the sermon, the 
poet for the poem, the artist for the painting and so 
forth. Inspiration is the beginning of the song, the vision 
of something to be brought into being, but it is by no 
means a song within itself; and, as long as it remains 
in its original state, it will never be seen in print, 
sung by others nor enjoy the fruition it so rightfully 
deserves. 

Consequently, we are brought to the next step in the 
publication of a gospel song which is perspiration. God 
does not encourage or condone laziness. There would be 
many more song writers today if one needed only to 
jot down the words that come freely with inspiration 
and completely disregard meter, continuity and so forth 
and send them to the publisher with no other qualifica- 
tion except “Here is a song that the Lord gave me.” 
Because following inspiration, there must be perspiration, 
development, patience and perseverance as well as study 
and application, most songs never get past file thirteen. 

A preacher that concludes that inspiration alone makes 
a sermon is in for a sad awakening and will never 
know the joy of a successful ministry. On the other 
hand, if he regards inspiration as the spark that can 
be fanned and developed into a fervent and heart- 
warming inferno of blessing and applies himself devot- 
edly to his task he will be rewarded with a fruitful 
ministry. 

A song is but a message, or sermon, set to music; 
therefore, if a sermon that, perchance, will be heard 
but once requires such dedicated preparation, a song 
that is to be heard over and over again should require 
much more. To see one weary soul lifted or to know

A Song Is Born

of one sinner’s being saved through a song are the 
greatest rewards a composer can ever have. 

After inspiration and perspiration comes presentation. 
It is not so much to whom or when or where the song 
is presented but how it is presented. What is the motive 
behind the song? If a song is written for mercenary 
reasons, someone is in for a great disappointment. In 
the first place, it is a very rare thing for a song to 
make money. In the second place, a song that is written 
for that purpose lacks the life-giving influence of in- 
spiration and becomes nothing more than words and 
music. Unless a song is written to glorify God and to 
bless humanity, it will fail because it has not the unction 
of the Almighty God. 

A young man (judging from his elaborate regalia— 
a western or hillbilly entertainer) came into my office 
and announced, with a great flair of condescension, 
that he was contemplating writing gospel songs. He had 
written love songs, western and hillbilly, and thought 
he would try another field. Finally when he paused long 
enough to give me a chance to say something I asked 
him if he knew the Lord. He replied, with hesitation, 
“Well, no, I guess not.” Then I asked him “How in this 
world are you going to write a song about someone you’ve 
never met?” In a few moments he apologetically bade 
me good afternoon. The presentation of our songs as 
well as our lives to be used for the Lord should be such 
that the name of Jesus may be magnified and known 
throughout the land. 

Here, briefly is the procedure for the publication of 
a song. Manuscripts are received at the office of the 
music editor of the Tennessee Music and Printing Com- 
pany. With very rare exceptions, only those that are 
accompanied with music (the lead sheet or melody is 
acceptable) are returned. It is humanly impossible to 
determine the melody of a song without music accom- 
panying the words. If the melody accompanies the words 
and the song is of a religous nature, it is retained for 
review by the music committee. It is examined for inspira- 
tion, message, originality, conformity, pattern and so 
forth. If it seems to have merit, it is then accepted for 
publication, and the composer is sent a share-royalty 
contract. The accepted songs are left in the hands of the 
music editor to prepare for publication. The editor and 
music committee pray asking God’s blessings upon the 
songs, that God’s people will be edified and God Himself 
shall be glorified. 

The final steps in the publication of the song, of course, 
are the mechanical processes of music-setting, printing, 
folding and, finally, shipping to the choirs and congre- 
gations everywhere that it may be used with other “hymns 
and spiritual songs” to exhalt the name of our Redeemer.

forward was taken by the National Youth De- 

partment, for it was on this date the first issue 
of the Pilot, the official Y.P.E. program manual, was 
published. 

The Pilot was born amidst both skepticism and opti- 
mism; however, the outlook for survival was bright be- 
cause the cry for such a program manual was healthy 
and, because of proper care and nourishment, the Pilot— 
well-liked, robust, and growing—is still with us today. 
Despite its normal growing pains, this publication, a 
manual designed especially for youth officials and leaders, 
at the present time has a very splendid circulation of 
approximately 3,300 copies per quarter. 

The National Sunday School and Youth Board, in 
planning this publication, did not lightly consider its 
contents and its arrangement. The Pilot had to meet 
the obvious program needs of the local Y.P.E.’s, and it 
has not failed in this aim since its beginning three 
years ago. 

The first editor contributed much toward the estab- 
lishing of this manual as a “must” for youth program 
leaders everywhere. The present editor began his duties 
with the publishing of the first quarter, 1955, issue; 
and the associate editor began her services with the 
publishing of the second quarter, 1955, issue.

would be impossible. Through its. proper use, 

the Sunday School becomes one of the Church’s 
most effective means of teaching the Word of God. 
Its importance has been recognized since the earliest 
beginnings of our Church. Its place in our program 
is so familiar that it is often taken for granted. 

Few persons realize the thought, the planning, and the 
hard work that go into the production of Sunday School 
literature. There are different age levels to take into 
consideration. What meets the needs of adults is too 
advanced for children. Some things that appeal to chil- 
dren are looked upon with disfavor by adults. Some 
persons object to literature that is developed around 
the latest ideas and most helpful teaching methods. 
Others will not accept it without them. While it is 
impossible to please everybody, every attempt is made 
to develop the literature so that it makes the Word 
of God live in the hearts of all who use it. 

The beginning of Sunday School literature in our 
Church was small and meager. It was limited to essential 
materials primarily for adult study. As the Church has 
grown, an increasingly greater demand has been placed 
upon this department. The new and increased interest 
in the proper planning and development of adequate 
Sunday Schools has been our guide. It is the hope and 
aim of this department to satisfy the needs of a Church 
of God Sunday School regardless of how well-organized 
it may be. 

To do this the family of Sunday School literature has 
grown tremendously. New members are added regularly. 
Recently, great emphasis has been placed on literature 
for the children’s departments. It has been found that 
a teacher’s quarterly and a student leaflet only, were 
not sufficient. Visual aids were needed to make the 
lessons more vivid and lifelike. Flannelgraph and teach- 
ing pictures were the best answers to this problem. Be- 
cause younger children do not follow action too well, 
teaching pictures were instituted for Beginners, four and 
five years old. An attractive flannelgraph packet was 
produced for the Primaries, six through eight years old, 
and for the Juniors, nine through eleven years old. 

Even this was not enough. Children need activity so 
that the truth learned might become a part of their 
experience. Workbooks were added to fill this need. 

Do all Sunday Schools use these materials? No! Some 
feel that they cost too much. Others feel that they are 
too much bother, since they require preparation on the 
part of the teacher. Others have various other reasons. 
Whatever the reasons for not using these additional 
helps, both teacher and pupils suffer. The teacher suf- 
fers because he is robbed of the blessing that goes 
with properly fulfilling his responsibility to the child. 
The pupil suffers because he is robbed of the oppor- 
tunity to learn all that God would have him to learn 
through the use of the best methods of teaching. - 

There was still another step in the development of 
children’s literature. Graded lessons were adopted by the 
Beginner and Primary departments. Stories of the Bible 


W ITHOUT LITERATURE a true Sunday School 
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were selected to teach the truths within the grasp of 
four- and five-year-olds. Then stories were selected that 
teach the truths that are needed for six- through 
eight-year-olds. The lessons are developed around these 
truths. Since Primary pupils are more advanced than 
Beginners, the lessons are different. Then the rest of 
the Sunday School uses uniform lessons which are dif- 
ferent from these. Thus, each Sunday there are three 
different lessons being taught. 

This has led to some confusion. Much of this is be- 
cause materials are not ordered correctly. Some persons 
do not like change and progress. Because things are 
different, they complain that they never know what to 
expect next. Of course, change disrupts established pat- 
terns. However, when the established patterns are not 
adequate, they should be changed. As long as the Sunday 
School grows, and the planning and organization of 
Sunday Schools grow, we hope that the literature of 
the Church of God Publishing House will keep pace.

For the 
past two years, my work has been altogether in the 
Editorial Department as the editor of the Primary Sunday 
School literature. I am responsible for the material 
in the following publications: Sunny Paths, a Sunday 
School paper for Primary boys and girls; Primary Work- 
book, designed for handwork for the boys and girls in 
the Primary classroom; Primary Teacher, a teaching 
manual for the Primary teacher; and Primary Flannel- 
graph Pictures, adapted to the Sunday School lesson 
of each Sunday, respectively. 

Much work is required in preparing these publications, 
and it takes much time. There is research work for 
stories that are to be bought or selected for reprinting 
by permission; illustrations must be selected or sugges- 
tions made for the artists’ drawings; engravings or 
prints for offset work must be made. There are the 
Bible stories to write, dummies or layouts to make, and 
proofs to read and recheck. Before turning the work 
over to the printers, for offset work there is pasting 
or making into the final form the stories, pictures etc., 
in exactly the way the editor wants them. All of this 
is the work of the editor or is specifically under the 
editor’s supervision. 

I enjoy my work because, first of all, I am working 
for my Heavenly Father; secondly, I am working for 
the children; and, thirdly, I am working for the Church. 
More and more I realize why I have remained at the 
Church of God Publishing House for so long, even when 
I have had opportunities to go elsewhere. For any good 
I may have done or am doing, I give the Father all 
the glory. I shall be happy if, when I reach my heavenly 
home, I see a host of children whose lives I have helped 
to bless, even though indirectly.

half of those years have been spent in the editorial 
department,” the editor paused to answer the ringing 
telephone. 

“What position did you hold when you first began 
working here?” the friend asked, as soon as the telephoned 
conversation ended. 

“T first worked as secretary for the Lighted Pathway 
editor.” 

“You were also in Bible School the first year vo 
worked here, were you not? And I understand you have 
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taken several correspondence courses in connection with 
your work.” Miss Jordan seemed eager to know all the 
details. 

“Yes,” the editor paused to answer a knock at the 
door. Flavius Lee, one of the compositors, came in with 
galley proofs for Junior Challenge. As soon as Flavius 
left the room, Miss Jordan eagerly scanned the proofs. 

“What has this to do with your work?” the friend’s 
eager eyes seemed to ask. 

“This is material for making my dummies for Junior 
Challenge.” 

Miss Jordan picked up what appeared to be a small 
scrapbook, the same size as the Junior Challenge, with 
clipped printer’s proofs pasted on the pages. 

“Why do you have to do all this?” she asked curiously. 

“From dummies like this the compositors know just 
how to make up the different periodicals. However, there 
is a great deal of work to be done before the paper 
comes to this step. First, the lesson story, and all other 
material, has to be written and edited.” 


“Where do you get all your stories and poems for 
the Junior Challenge?” Miss Jordan picked up a new 
copy of the Challenge which the offset pressman had 
just brought to the office. 

“Most of the stories and poems are contributed,” the 
editor pointed to the pile of manuscript which she had 
been assorting. “I must go through all this material 
and select stories, poems, and puzzles. We _ receive 
material from several free-lance writers.” 

“As soon as contributions are accepted in this office, 
requisitions are given to the business office. Then I 
go over the material and edit it for my publications. 
When the material is ready, it first goes to the copy 
editors, after which it is given to the teletype operators 
for tape setting. The compositors make up the type 
and bring it back to this office in this galley proof 
which you see. Then I make the dummy as you see 
here. I must see the artists about illustrations, the 
printer about type faces, and there are many other 
responsibilities in the preparation of a publication. By 
using the dummy the printer processes the material 
and brings copies to this office, and to the proofreading 
department that corrections may be made. I do not 
okay the copy until the artists finish their work on 
the pages. It then goes to the compositors who make up 
and photograph the plates for the offset press. This 
is a press that gives color without having to put the 
type in the same color.” 

“Is the Junior Challenge the first Junior paper our 
Church has published?” questioned the visitor. 

‘No! The first paper was called Our Junior Jewels. 
Sister Alda B. Harrison began editing that paper in 
January of 1941. I was chosen as editor of Junior Jewels 
when Sister Harrison felt her duties too heavy. The 
Junior Challenge replaced that paper five years later.” 

“Do you edit other publications besides the Junior 
Challenge?” Miss Jordan still seemed interested in the 
discussion. 

In reply the editor held up her three publications. 
“The Junior Challenge, Junior Teacher, and Junior Work- 
book are my responsibilities. Besides these publications, 
I must keep up all connecting work which is required 
in an editorial office. This work includes answering 
all letters directed to this office, looking up cuts in 
stock, checking selections of pictures, seeing the artists 
about illustrations, okaying copies and performing nu- 
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merous other duties. I make a dummy for each publica- 
tion in the same manner as I have already explained 
to you concerning the Junior Challenge. And always the 
dead line for getting our material to the printing de- 
partment hangs over us.” 

“The dead line?” questioned Miss Jordan. 

“Yes, the Publishing House works on a very close 
schedule. Each editor must get his copy to the printer 
on the day it is due, or we throw the entire pro- 
duction out of line.” 

Miss Jordan leafed through a Junior Teacher which 
one of the compositors had brought in for approval. 
“You write most of this material in the quarterly, do 
you not?” 

“Yes,” the editor took off her glasses to rest her 
tired eyes. ‘I write the material for both Junior Teacher 
and Junior Workbook. Some of the puzzles and object 
lessons are contributed.” 

“This Workbook is a new publication for our Church.” 
The editor handed a copy to Miss Jordan. “Although 
I have already edited the Workbook for two quarters, 
the first copy has not yet been mailed out. The 
material in the literature department is prepared about 
nine months in advance of the publication date.” 


Miss Jordan arose to go. “I do not see how you get 
it all done; the Lord helps you in a very special way, 
I am sure.” 

“Yes, we lean on the Lord very heavily many times. 
What we do here would be in vain without the help 
and directions of God. The Scripture, ‘I can do all 
things through Christ which strengtheneth me,’ has 
proved true for me over and over again. Besides my 
editorial work, I must read and keep informed. Each 
editor must continue training for greater advancement 
in the future.” 

“TI am sure I shall appreciate our publications much 
more from now on,” added Miss Jordan, as she closed 
the door behind her.

After a complete physical examina- 
tion, X rays and fluoroscopes, the doc- 
tor told me that I had one of the 
largest ulcers he had treated in a 
long time. I began treatments along 
with a limited milk diet. My condi- 
tion improved, but I wanted very 
much that God would do something 
for me. 

My wife and I were attending the 
North Cleveland Church of God 
where Brother Floyd Timmerman is 
pastor. One Sunday night Brother 
Timmerman had a he service, 
and I was prayed for. Shortly after- 
wards, Brother Tull from Milford, 
Delaware, came to Lee College for the 
Spring Revival. His sermons were so 
faith-building that I grasped faith 
that the prayer for me at North Cleve- 
land would be answered. It became 
so real that I could not doubt it.

Man Given Limited Time to 
Live—Miraculously Healed 


DETROIT, Mich.—About six years 
ago, I began to have spells of diz- 
ziness; and I would pass out without 
any warning. In the gg Seer these 
attacks were not ve requent; but, 
as time went on, they came more 
often and at shorter intervals. Each 
time an attack occurred, I was rushed 
to the hospital and sent home later 
without ever knowing what caused 
the attack. I grew worse until in No- 
vember, 1954, I had three attacks in 
two weeks’ time. After going to three 
doctors, I was advised to quit driving. 
I did not do so at the time, for my 
job required continuous driving. Fin- 
ally, I gave up the job and had only 
to drive to and from work each morn- 
ing on a new job. 

One morning, I left the house for 
my work, which was only about two 
miles from home, but I remember 
nothing after leaving the house. I did 
not drive to work. I do not know 
where I drove, but I was picked up by 
the police department in Chicago, 
Illinois, a distance of about three 
hundred miles from my home. I was 
slumped over the wheel of the car 
and in the heart of Chicago. I did not 
know my name, where I lived or any- 
thing about myself. I had wrecked the 
motor in the car by not adding oil, 
and this had caused the motor go 
out. At least I was told so later by 
persons in the hospital to which I 
was taken. Meanwhile, my wife in De- 
troit reported me as missing and 
officers were in a search of me. The 
Chicago Police Department notified 
my fe when they found me. She 
and my parents came to Chicago to 
get me. 

After returning to Detroit, we se- 
cured the advice of the best available 
specialist to a my case. After 
a series of tests by the doctor, I went 
to his office for a consultation. I was 
told to expect the worst, so I knew 
that what I was about to hear would 
not be good. I was told that I had 
from six months to two years to live 
unless a miracle took place. I was to 
discontinue working and was to take 
everything as lightly as possible. I 
was not to worry about financial prob- 
lems and so forth.

I felt that I would have to resign the 
church as pastor; but I decided to 
wait until the following Sunday be- 
fore calling the district pastor. 
During the three days of the prayer 
conference, I felt that I could never 
stay through it but that I should 
surely die before it was over. My 
father suggested that I have the min- 
isters pray for me. I told him that 
it was not the time for such prayer 
and that when God was ready to do 
so He would heal me. He left that 
night; During the next day, two out- 
standing sermons in direct reference 
to divine healing were preached. My 
faith was increased, and I felt that 
God was going to heal me. At the 
closing service the Holy Ghost seemed 
grieved; yet it was a time of re- 
joicing. Never have I witnessed a 
service such as that one. Brother C. R. 
Spain did not know what to do and 
could only stand and weep, as num- 
bers of others did.

Our church has 
doubled in attendance, and our Sun- 
day School, which is eight months old, 
is averaging about 95. These things 
have come about only through the 
mercies of God. By the way, a sinner 
man gave me, free and clear, another 
car far better than the one the Devil 
wrecked.—Edward L. Woolum.

He was like most 
young ex-Gl’s: He had a pretty wife 
and a little boy who looked like his 
daddy. They settled down in Ellis 
Hall and became one of the happy 
units of Lee College. They were the 
Anthony’s—Veral, Jane and Davie. 
Veral attended classes, Jane kept 
house and Davie won everybody’s 
heart with his toothy, drooling grin. 


At first, nobody noticed anything 
different about Veral, except that he 
was a good trumpet player and he 
pitched a mean ball; but there was 
something else, and it was not long 
before everybody knew it. There was 
a little knot behind Veral’s ear and 
that little knot was a malignant 
growth—to use the uglier word, a 
cancer. 


I used to go to Ellis Hall quite often; 
before leaving, I always stopped by 
the open door of the Anthony apart- 
ment. Usually, it would be after sup- 
per; Jane would be doing dishes, Veral 
reading and little Davie drooling as 
usual. We would talk about a lot of 
things and Veral would fix cokes or 
make milk shakes. I guess nearly all 
the “kids” at one time or another 
have stopped by the Anthony’s for a 
milk shake. 


Time flew by; it was Christmas va- 
cation, and everybody went home for 
two weeks. When we came back it 
seemed we’d been gone for a year. 
I was shocked when I saw Veral, be- 
cause it seemed that the knot had 
grown to twice its former size. Then, 
we all began to realize that something 
had to be done. Some of the “kids” 
started skipping meals to pray for

Veral, and many times when he would 
testify in chapel everybody would cry. 

Veral was the bravest person I have 
ever known. He must have suffered, 
but he always smiled. He never got 
too ill to help somebody. I guess I 
will always remember his trumpet solo 
at the Spring Band Concert, because 
that was the last time I ever heard 
him play. He got pretty sick after 
that, and he had to be in bed a lot. 
I remember the first day of final 
exams. Veral came in late, and he 
looked very sick; we all knew he had 
gotten out of bed to come. 

In the final rush of commencement 
I did not see Veral any more. They 
flew him home to California, and 
school was over. Two weeks later 
Veral died. 

Veral Anthony will live as long as 
there is a person from the classes of 
1955-56 living. He will live because 
he gave each of us a view of a real 
Christian life, and because he, Veral 
Anthony, had what so many people 
look for all their lives—real faith in 
God.—Duby Boyd. 


SIMMONS 


On April 12, 1956, Brother Henry 
Byrd Simmons crossed Jordan to re- 
ceive his reward.
